A Hy-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  181,  being 
“ Nanaimo  Street  Improvement  By-law,  1912.” 

The  Ylunicipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of

E.)  ; thence  continuing  on  the  course  south  thirty- 
nine  degrees  twenty-eight  minutes  and  fifteen 
seconds  east  (S.  39°  28'  15"  E.)  and  along  the 
said  westerly  limit  of  'renth  Street  a distance  of 
sixty  (00)  feet;  thence  on  a course  south  fifty 
degrees  thirty-three  minutes  west  (S.  50°  33'  W.)

(2),  Three  (3),  and  Four  (4)  of  Lot  One  (1), 
Suburbau  Block  Eleven  (11)  ; thence  on  a course 
south  fifty  degrees  thirty-three  minutes  west  (S. 
50°  33'  W.)  along  tlie  northerly  boundaries  of 
Bosulxlivisions  Five  (5),  Six  (6),  Seven  (7),  and

Rule  76. 

A LL  APPLKWTION.S  for  Private  Rills, 
Jr\  jiroperly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
I'lejiurview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act. 
1.S()7.” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  'relephone  J.ine;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  J.ock.  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry:  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  an.y  .Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
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vicliials  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  pi'ivi- 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and.
